police record, but the judge add- 
ed: 


"It would be just as well'il" 


Lilly went some other place to 
live." 
Charles A. Kinney who served 


as defense counsel by virtue of 
Judge Leon A. Zick's appoint- 
ment, told the court: 


Since a supreme court rul- 


ing in May, 1948, the duty of 
the law Is to see that all de- 
fendants get a fair triaL 
I 


was appointed to defend Smith 
and Lilly, and I worked hard 
on the case. There was a suf- 
ficient doubt in the minds ot 
the jurors so that a verdict 
could not be reached." 
Smith and Lilly had been held 


in the county jail since Nov. 27, 
1948. 


Following is a complete account 


of State's Attorney Morey Pires 
remarks 
before the court

morning, asking dismissal of thi 
charges : 


"Harry 
Lilly and William 


Smith have been held in the 
Lee county jail upon indict- 
ments returned by the grand 
jury charging them with rob- 
bery and burglary on Novem- 
ber 24, 1948. They have receiv- 
ed two jury tnals, one in April 
and one in September, at consid- 
erable cost to the taxpayers of 
Lee county. In both tnals the 
jurors could 
not agree upon 


either a guilty or not guilty ver- 
dict. 


"In the first trial nine jurors 


voted for guilty and three jur- 
ors for not guilty. In the sec- 
ond trial seven jurors voted for 
guilty and five voted for not 
guilty. Since there was no agree- 
ment upon a verdict, both juries 
were dismissed. 


"The law will 
not 
permit 


further 
confinement 
of these 


defendants without another trial. 
Two juries have already heard 
all of the evidence. There is no 
reason to believe that the out- 
come of a third trial would dif- 
fer from the results of the oth- 
er trials except to increase the 
cost to the taxpayers. 
It is 


with sincere regret that I am 
therefore compelled to request 
the court to dismiss these indict- 
ments and to release these de- 
fendants from custody.

Fond of Americans 


The average Indian is inclined 


to like Americans as individuals. 
But he harbors a resentful feeling 
that as a nation we didn't help 
India to shaVe off British rule, 
and aren't much interested in help- 
ing Indians to hold their hard-won 
independence and prosper in it. 


Most Indians dislike Commu- 


nism, but they don't view it in the 
same perspective 
as westerners. 


They are prone to rate it as a 
secondary world problem.

and 


colonialism, as the No. 1 twin 
problems of the day. 


They are proud of their color, 


and quick to resent anything tha 
smacks of discrimination agains 
non-whites. 


They scent favoritism in Mar

Frankly, thej 


will tell you that President Tru 
man's "bold new program" to help 
Asia might be bigger and bolder if 
Asians had white skins. 
They 


don't see that it holds out much 
promise to India.

The carpenters and laborers 


unions have agreed to split up the 
work connected with removing 
wooden forms used for pouring 
concrete. 


Under the agreement, members 


of the carpenters union will re 
move the forms after the concrete 
hardens. The laborers union will 
have jurisdiction to 
move 
the 


lumber once it is taken down by 
the carpenters. 


The laborers also 
are 
given 


jurisdiction to clean, oil and carry 
the lumber to the next place it is 
to be re-used as forms. 


On forms which are too worn 


to be re-used, the 
carpenters 


agreed that 
laborers can tear 


them down. But forms to be used 
over are to be taken down only 
by the carpenters.

'Unified' Armed Forces Fouled Up 


To Americans who may have felt the armed sen-ices 


were moving steadily toward unity despite the inevitable in- 
ter-service barriers, "it must come as a jolt to realize how far 
off that goal still is. 
That awareness must surely have followed rrom tne dis- 


closure that three navy admirals believe navy morale and 
effectiveness are being seriously impaired by unification ef- 
forts. 


Up to now the service bickerings have been of no little 


consequence to those worried over the future of our defense 
establishment. But the general feeling prevailed that the 
nation would ride out these storms and get the healthy co- 
operation it wants in that field. 
This latest development, however, is likely to blot out 


any optimism about an early reconciling of differences. The 
rift between the navy and the air force is deep. It seems 
to have grown out of issues that cannot be settled quietly 
within the halls of the Pentagon. 


The problem at bottom is not whether the navy shall 


have its day in court, whether its "interests" shall be pro- 
tected in any drawing together of armed sen-ice functions. 
Properly speaking, the navy can have no interests of its own: 
the only interest to be considered is the effective defense of 
the United States. 


The prime issue is what the navy's role should be in that 


defense. "The outcome of World War 11 and the new strate- 
gic situation that confronted the nation afterwards left the 
naw in an uncertain position. 
'it had defeated the only major surface force regarded as 


a threat to American security—the Japanese navy. In ef- 
fect, it had worked itself out of a job. 


In the postwar era Russia has loomed as the mighty po- 


tential adversary in some future war. But the Soviet Union 
except for her undersea fleet of unknown size, is not a great 
naval power nor believed likely to become one. 


The U. S. navy therefore has laid great stress on its own 


carrier-based air arm in its planning for the future, on the 
theory that this is the best role it can play now that its stand- 
ard surface battlewagons have no more worlds to conquer. 


Yet Secretary of Defense Johnson's decision not to allow 


construction of a proposed Navy super-carrier dealt these 
plans a severe blow. Since that time the independent air 
force, committed to long range strategic bombing with land- 
based aircraft, has gained the ascendency in overall mili- 
tary planning. 
It is at least possible that our defense chiefs are putting 


too much faith in strategic bombing, especially in the light 
of Russia's development of the atom bomb which we had 
rated one of our trump cards. There is less prospect today 
that strategic bombing would give us a decisive advantage 
in war. 


But for laymen to speculate on the issue will not help 


much. What we need is a tremendous new attempt to cre- 
ate a rational, realistic defense plan that will evaluate more 
carefully than has yet been done the respective roles suit- 
able for the three armed service branches. 


Only when that kind of plan is framed will there be well- 


founded "hopes for an end to harmful inter-service rivalries.

Meyers Case 
Witnesses 
Are Called 


Judge Leon A. Zick presided 


:oday in the case involving a com- 
plaint action brought by H. C. 
Warner, executor of the late Al- 
bert Fixter estate against Wjl- 


Meyers and others, which 


had been in process of hearing 
before Judge Zick for several 
days. The defense counsel, Albert 
Hanneken of Dixon and John Hall 
of Rockford, began presenting a 
long list of defense witnesses this 
morning. . 


Fred W. Oesterheld, 516 East 


morgan street, was the first wit- 
ness to testify. 
He related his 


purchase of a tract of 24 acres 
of land from the late Albert Fix- 
ter in the spring of 1939, when he 
and John Weiss, of Champaign, a 
former member of the Dixon high 
school factulty and now an in- 
structor in the University of Illi- 
nois, obtained the tract on Penn- 
sylvania avenue. Oesterheld gave 
his opinion that at the time of his 
dealings with Fixter, the latter 
appeared to be able to conduct his 
own business. 


Bohlken Called 


Alfred Bohlken, who resides one 


mile north of Dixon on state 
route 26, testified to the purchase 
by him of the Alfred Fixter farm 
which he stated he traded a build- 
ing on First street in Dixon and 
paid the sum of $1,500. He was 
unable to identify the endorse- 
ments appearing on checks he had 
given Fixter in payment of the 
transaction. He testified that he 
learned the property was for sale 
from William and Leroy Meyers 
and that he paid them over $300 


Meyers, he testified, wrote out the 
checks and the witness signed 
them. 


Curtis Rice, bailiff in the Lee 


county circuit court, testified that 
he sold Fixter an automobile m 
1940. He said that Leroy Meyers 
drove the car out of the garage 
upon delivery and gave his opin- 
ion that Fixter was competent to 
transact his own business. 


Ira Rutt, auctioneer of 316 Ga- 


lena avenue, testified that he con- 
ducted the closing out sale for 
Alfred Fixter in 1942 for which 
he received one per cent as his 
commission for his services, which 
was paid by Leroy Meyers after 
the sale. William Meyers assist- 
ed at the sale, he said, but was 
unable to produce his records of 
the sale. He stated that his com- 
mission amounted to about $20 
which he received in the presence 
of Fixter and both William and 
Leroy Meyers. 


Fred W. Leake, county superin- 


tendent of highways, testified that 
he had a business transaction with 
Fixter in 1938 when he talked with 
Fixter about a right of way which 
was to be purchased on Fourth 
avenue, northwest of Dixon for 
highway purposes. He said that 
Fixter signed a release for the 
property and that at that time 
Leake considered that Fixter was 
competent to transact his busi- 
ness affairs. 


Frank M. Johnson, Dixon real- 


tor, testified that he knew both 
the Meyers and that he sold a 
property located at 621 Brinton 
avenue to them on an agreement 
that they pay $1,000 down and the 
balance of the $4,000 in monthly 
installments of $50, which was 
paid. 
The deed, he added, was 


dated m June, 1944. Meyers and 
his son,' Leroy, also sold farm 
land for the witness, he testified, 
about 1945 and their commissions

Tells of Loans 


John Gerrera of Franklin Grove, 


a brother-in-law of William Mey- 
ers, testified having loaned Meyers 
money on numerous real estate 
transactions in Dixon. He stated 
that a Mrs. Schroeder, William 
Meyers' mother-in-law of Frank- 
lin Grove, had also loaned Meyers 
money on the purchase of several 
notes. 


Carl M. Hasselberg, manager of 


the Dixon plant of the Wilbur 
Lumber Co., was the last witness 
called before the noon recess, and 
he was unable to identify certain 
papers which were presented, the 
transactions having been conduct- 
ed before his taking over the man- 
agement of the Dixon yards. 


Adding to the bleak picture is 


the threat aluminum and ateel 
fabricating plants may join the 
454,000 CIO United Steelworkers 
already on strike for free pen- 
sions and insurance." 


The only sign of optimism comes 


from the fact that John L, Lewis, 
head of the United Mine Workers, 
plans to go back to the bargaining 
table with coal operators Wednes- 
day.

Murray spent the weekend writ- 


ing speeches. He's going on a tour 
to give pep talks in steel centers. 


To Broaden Strike? 


Meanwhile, Murray's lieutenants 


mapped final strike strategy for 
half a million steelworkers em- 
ployed in fabricating plants where 
steel is used to make hundreds of 
articles. 


Contracts in the 
fabricating 


companies start expiring Satur- 
day. And Murray wants the men 
in these plants to get what his 
basic steel workers ask—free pen- 
sions and insurance. 


Oct. 17 is another deadline for 


steelworkers. Some 20,000 men 
employed by Aluminum Company 
of America haVe voted to strike— 
unless they get company paid pen- 
sions and insurance; along with a 
wage boost. 


Thousands of persons in allied 


industries will be thrown out of 
work if the fabricating plants 
strike. 


In the auto capital at Detroit 


most firms are operating or. a 
normal basis but uncertainty pre- 
vails regarding future operations. 


Packard Motor Car Company 


resumed operations with a two- 
third working force today after a 
two-day shutdown to look over its 
steel inventory. 
So did Briggs 


Manufacturing 
Company 
which 


makes Packard's bodies. 


Most of the unemployment re- 


sulting from the twin strikes to 
date has been on the railroads 
where approximately 50,000 men 
have been furloughed. 
But here 


and there other thousands have 
been idled or are working at re- 
duced schedules. 


«ary Hard Hit 


Ordinary business in the steel 


and coal centers has been hit 
heavily at Gary, Ind., 30,000 of 
the city's payrollers are idle and 
general business is estimated to 
be 15 to 25 per cent off. 


In Pittsburgh retail merchants 


are appealing to strikers to hold 
off on credit purchases. Virtually 
all types of retail shops report a 
shart drop in business. 


"Steel" magazine said full ef- 


fects of the steel strike won't be 
felt for two or three weeks. 
It 


predicted at the start of the strike 
that consumer inventories were 
large enough for 30 days. 


The nation's ingot rate was 


placed at 7.5 per cent of capacity 
and the magazine said this re- 
sulted from a "surprisingly large 
number of steelworkers" which 
have contracts with independent 
unions or have met union de- 
mands. 


So far eight steal companies, 


employing 11,450, have accepted 
Murray's terms. The terms are 
simply what the presidential fact 
finding board recommended — six 
cents per man hour for pensions 
and four cents for insurance. 


U. S. Steel Corporation took 


full newspaper advertisements re- 
iterating it would not agree to a 
non-contributory plan. It has of- 
fered to pay 10 cents an hour for 
pensons and insurance—if Mur- 
ray's men chip in.

Fewer Examinations 


Hospital officials plan no change 


in the future routine of Unruh's 
prison-like confinement. The on- 
ly difference: There will be fewer 
mental examinations, fewer trips 
to the X-ray room and fewer phy- 
sical tests. 


Unruh is confined to a 
tiny 


room, 10 feet long: and eight feet 
wide. It contains a hospital-type 
bed, a toilet, a wash bowl and a 
barred window overlooking land- 
scaped lawns and woods. There's 
nothing- else. 


Some inmates are permitted to 
outdoors for games and walks. 


But not Unruh—not yet. 


Dr. Harold S. Magee, 
medical 


director of the institution, said 
Unruh will remain in solitary un- 
til it is decided that he will not 
harm anyone. 


"He will not be turned loose 


on the streets," Dr. Magee said, 
"that's positive."

Russia Bans 
Fairy Tales 
For Children

The Russian satellite nations of 


eastern Europe are undergoing an 
educational metamorphosis which 
bids fair to change their entire 
outlook on life and take them 
still further away from western 
thought. 


The satellite governments are 


busying overhauling their school 
systems to make them conform, 
with the Communist adeological 
teachings laid down by Moscow. 
Czechoslovakia, for example, is 
engaged in eliminating from chil- 
dren's reading all such frivolities 
as rags-to-riches success stories. 
And the fairy tales which for 
centuries have fascinated young- 
sters the world around. 


In place of such material the 


small folk are getting text-books 
which give a new and "genuine" 
outlook. Even such success stories 
as that of Henry Ford are banned, 
on the grounds that he was "an 
exploiter of the working people."

This 
quantity, which has been convert- 
ed into dried eggs, is equal to 
about three per cent of national 
production so tar this year 


Buy In Midwest 


Purchases of dried eggs 
will 


be made by the department from 
processors who pay poultrymen 
the support price of 35 cpnts a 
dozer. 
Virtually all the buying 


has been done in the midwest, 
where there is a surplus of lower 
grade eggs over market demands 


Latent department price reports 


show that poultrymen were get- 
ting pnces ranging from the d5- 
cent support price to 71 cents. 
The prices were highest in eastern j 


areas wherp production is below 
market 
demands. The 
highest 


prices also reflected higher qual- 
ity eggs than those sold at sup- 
port levels in the midwest. 


The government faces a problem 


of what to do with its surplus 
stocks. It has been able to sell 
only a small portion abroad.

Reluctantly he 
paused before the camera and lit 
a long cigar. 


When Karsh held out an ash- 


tray, Churchill only clamped his 
jaw more firmly on his stogie. 
Karsh impulsively reached 
out, 


murmured "forgive me. sir," and 
plucked the cigar from the lips 
of the astounded statesman Then 
he stepped bark and < lirked his 
camera on Churchill- a glowering 
lion at bay. 


A Great Portrait 


The result was an unforgettable 


portait. It caught the spirit of 
besieged Britain in one indomit- 
able face.

"Why should 1 pick on a man 


when his fork's in his mouth?" he 
said. 


"When I make a picture. I try to 


make it an embodiment ol the 
man at the height of his life. I try 
to bring out the humanity in him, 
the judicious blending of the good 
and bad. And I'm not so interested 
m whether people like their pic- 
tures as in whether people who 
know them do." 


Karsh says the most interest- 


ing man he ever photographed was 
Bernard Shaw. Shaw began his 
interview by remarking: 


"What 
are 
you—Armenian? 


That's good. I have many good Ar- 
menian friends. But you know, of 
course, the only way to keep Ar- 
menians healthy and strong is to 
exterminate them once in a while."
